In conclusion I wish to thank the citizens of this town for 
the honor they have conferred upon me, by electing me a second 
term to this important office.

BOUNTY AGENT'S REPORT. 


To THE IIONORABLE BOARD OF SELECTMEN. 

ITrespectfully submit the following report: 

At my own request you appointed me to act as your agent to re- 
ceive al birds of prey as come under an act of the legislature authoriz- 
ing towns to pay bounty upon: I was to serve without pay:my object 
was twofold; 1: to determine as faras possible in this direction, the dif- 
ferent species found in our vicinity ;2; that more evidence might be ob- 
tained from those who might bring such birds to me, as to their use- 
fulness or destructiveness, Personal observations of the habits of 
birds for nearly forty years has convinced me that the usefulness of 
our feather: d tribes far outweighs theirdestructiveness, The investiga- 
tions of the past three years add more testimony to this statement. 
Only one of the seventy-three classifi d in this report was caught in an 
act of depredatio, «nd only one of those who have brought these birds 
to me had suffered any loss through them. I wish to put myself upon 
record protesting againstiany law being retained upon the statute books 
of our state offering bounties for their destruction,

SCHOOL BOARD REPORT. 


To THe HonorAsieE BoARD oF SELECTMEN. 

In compliance with the law we submit this report: 

There are enrolled upon our school registers 460 pupils. ‘The to- 
tal cost per capita for the year $13.83 plus. The district received from 
tuitions $177.00, dog tax $109.67, literary fund $376.32, making the 
net cost $12.39 plus per capita. There have been 340weeks of schooling 
the cost of fuel $494.42 or $1.45 plus perweek. We have given these 
figures to show that although the total amount seems large yet it is 
nut extrayagant. 

The attendance until the Iast term has been very satisfactory; 
measles, mumps and a case or two of scarlet fever played havoc the 
last term of the year, One school has been closed on account of it, 
The teachers, one and all, have worked earnestly for the welfare of 
those under their charge. Our school houses are in véry good repair and 
will need onlya small outlay to keep them neat and comfortable. We 
appointed a truant officer for the year; the authority of the truant offi- 
cer does not cover all it should; the following amendment to the law 
has been suggested. ‘‘Truant officers shall haveauthority without war- 
rant to take and placein school any children found violating the laws 
relating to the employment of children, or to the compulsory attend- 
ance at school of children between the ages of six and sixteen years,” 

‘’here have been thirty-seven official visits by the school board, 338 
visitors are recorded; of this number thirty-five are gentlemen, I18 .a- 
dies, 185 pupils, boys and girls; twenty-seven gentlemen are fathers 
and guardians, seventy-eight ladies mothers and guardians, 

There are upon the check list of the town the names of nearly 700 
voters, of this number, thirty-five visited our schools, Do the above 
figures give the true cause for that plague of school boardsand teachers 
‘‘Tlardiness and Absenteeism?” More boys are absent and tardy than 
girls, more mothers than fathers visit our schools. Does that old say- 
ing hold true? ‘‘Like father, like son.” 

It is competent here tosay, the larger part, yes four-fifths ofour visi- 
tors come the ‘‘last” day when everything is supposed to be in trim 
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more or less, for the occasion; we most earnestly request your presence 
during the everyday class exercises, 

The tax payers of our cities and towns can be divided into three 
classes: 1st, those who never attend ‘‘school meeting” or visit the 
school room, whose only interest in the matter relates to the amount 
of their taxes; 2d, those who attend the meeting and occasionally visit 
the school; 3rd, those who seldom attend the meeting and never visit 
the school room, standing on the street corners, or loafing in the 
stores, sitting with their nether end upon the chimes of empty barrels 
amid clouds of tobacco smoke and copious expectorations, crack their 
stale jokes about school boards, teachers and new fangled notions of~ 
education, The omnipresent small boy’s ears are wide open and the 
impression made upon him is anything but elevating. 

Pittsfield is one of the many beautiful towns in the old Granite 
State. From her hill tops one sees spread out before him a grand 
panorama of nature equalled by few and surpassed by none. In their 
season the woods are full of the feathered songsters, her fields and 
pastures with growing corn and lowing herd; her churchesand school 
houses compare most favorably with other towns and cities in the 
state. Within her walls are nearly 500 bright, beautiful an] cheerful 
children as intetligent and as well behaved as in any community; soon 
and alas, far too soon, they will be called upon to go out intu the world 
and enter into its activities, Let us meet the question of school ap- 
propriations ina broad, liberal manner, so that Pittsfield, magnificent 
as she is by nature in her surroundings, will bein her zealous care of 
her educational interests.
